On receipt of details of reimbursement made 
to the Bank of India, Tokyo, by Japanese Exim Bank and the Embassy of India, Tokyo, respec¬ 
tively, as detailed above, the CAA will raise debits for the rupee equivalent of the Yen amounts 
against the Accountant General concerned through the A.G.C.R., New Delhi.

;(i) 'Within three vtecks firm the date of issue of letter of intimation of contract anpraval 
frem the M inistry of Finance, Deptt. of Economic Affairs, WE 1 Section, the licensee should 
approach, along with a Bank Guarantee m the form prescribed in Annexure III, the Controller 
of Accounts, Deptt. of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, lo, Jeevan Deep Building 
P arliair.ent Street, New Delhi-i (hereinafter referred to as CAA for convenience) for issue of a 
letter of authorisatioii to the Indian Bank that has furnished the bank guarantee for opening an irre¬ 
vocable letter of credit in favour of the Japanese Supplier concerned. (It should be noted the lettera 
ol credit issued on the Japanese Banks in respect of private sector, imports should be routed invari- 
al ly through the Bank of India, Tokyo, who will adci its confirmation).

Deposits for purchases abroad under direct payment procedure under foreign loans/credits” under 
the detailed head “Deposits for cost of eqtiipment etc., obtained under the Twelfth Yen Credit 
from Japan’’, 

6(ii) The amount referred to above should be deposited to the credit of the Government 
either in the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi, or State Bank of India, Delhi, or, if this is 
not feasible, should be, remitted by means of a demand draft obtained from any branch of the State 
Bank of India or its subsidiaries (drawer) drawn on and made payable to the State Bank of India, 
Tis Hazari Branch, Dclhi-6 (drawee and payee), for credit to Government account as contemplated 
in Public Notices No. 184-rrC (PN)/68, dated 30-8-68, No. 233 -ITC(PN )/68 dated 24-10-68 and 
No. i32-ITC(PN)/7i dated 5-10-1971. 

6(iii) The concerned bank in India shall also furnish such additional deposit in the same 
manner stipulated above as may be requested by the Government of India on account of service 
charges within seven r ays after such a demand is made by the Government. While filling in the 
various columns in the challan, it should be ensured by the importers/their bankers that the infor¬ 
mation prescribed in para 2 of Public Notice No. i32-ITC(PN)/7i dated 5-10-1971 is Invariably- 
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indicated in the column "full particulars of remittance and authority (if any!” of the challan 
Thereafter, the Treasury challans eyidcncing the rupee deposit should be sent by Registered post 
tb CAA Indicating reference to the letter of authorisation issued by him and also enclosmg copies of 
inyoicc and shipping documents. 

6(iy) The concerned bank in India should endorse the amount of rupee deposits on the ex¬ 
change control copy of the Ucence and send the requisite "S” form to the Reserve Bank of India, 
Bombay. 

6 (\) After the obligations in terms of the bank guarantee and the letter of authorisation issued 
by the CAA in the Ministry of Finance are fulfilled, the concerned bank in India can apply to the 
CAA for the release of bank ^arantec. The application for this purpose must be made in the- 
form laid down in Annexure V. 


Section VII—Miscellaneous provisions 

7(1) Reports on the utilisation of the import licence 

The importer should send a monthly report, after the letter of credit has been opened, regarding 
shipments and payments made theteagainst and about the balance left, to the Controller of Aid 
Accounts, Deptt. of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, Jeevan Deep Building, Parliament 
Street, New Delhi. 

7(ii) Notifying Suppliers of Special Conditions 

The licensee should apprise the supplier of any special proyisions in the import licence whichi 
may affect the suppliers in carrying out _the transaction. 

7(ill) Disputes'] 

It should be understood that the Government of India will not nndertako any responsibility 
for disputes, if any, that may arise between the licensee and the suppliers. 

7(iv) Future Instructions 

The licensee shall promptly comply with any directions, instructions or orders issued by the 
Government of India ftom time to time regarding any and all matters arising from or pertmnlng 
to the import licence and for meeting all obhgations under the Twelfth Yen Credit Agreement with 
the Japanese authorities.. 

7(v) Breach or violation 

Any breach or violation of conditions set forth in the above clauses will result in appropriate 
action under the Imports and Exports (Control) Act.
